ME DURING A BRIEF WASHINGTON STOPOVER ON HIS WAY HOME FROM 
ATTENDING THE MEXICAN INAUGURAL. PAK EMPHASIZED THE CLOSE- 
NESS OF US-KOREAN RELATIONS AND THE HOPE THAT THE LOBBYING 
SCANDALS CAN BE PUT BEHIND US WITHOUT DAMAGING THOSE TIES. 

I SAID THAT THE INVESTIGATIONS AND THE PRESS PLAY WERE 
LIKELY TO GO ON FOR AN EXTENDED PERIOD OF TIME BUT THAT IT

- - ARGENTINA. BILL LUERS PARTICIPATED IN A PANEL 
DISCUSSION WITH A CORNELL PROFESSOR AND A REPRESENTATIVE 
OF THE U.S. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO DISCUSS U.S. POLICY 
TOWARD ARGENTINA. THE DISCUSSION WAS SPONSORED BY 
WOLA, AN ORGANIZATION IN WASHINGTON LOBBYING ON HUMAN 
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RIGHTS QUESTIONS. THEY WERE LESS HOSTILE THAN WE AN- 
TICIPATED, AND WE SUCCESSEULLY RAISED SOME QUESTIONS. 

THEY WERE OBSESSED BY THE CLASSIFICATION OF THE REPORT 
ON ARGENTINA TO CONGRESS AND BY THE SIZE OF OUR PLANNED 
EMS PROGRAMS. 

- CANADA/CARIBBEAN. THE CAADIANS TOLD US THEY 
WOULD LIKE TO HAVE BILATERAL DISCUSSIONS EAIRLY EARLY 
NEXT YEAR ON THE COMMONWEALTH CARIBBEAN AT THE OFEICE 
DIRECTOR LEVEL. 

-ECUADOR - GULF OIL NEGOTIATIONS. GULE OIL EXECU- 
TIVES CAME IN TO SEE ME TO TALK ABOUT THE STALLED 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE SALE OF GULF ASSETS TO THE GOVERN- 
MENT OE ECUADOR. THE GOE NEGOTIATING COMMISSION HAD 
GOTTEN OFE THE TRACK SINCE OCTOBER 1. WE TOLD THEM WE 
THINK OUR AMBASSADOR IN QUITO HAS GOTTEN THE ECUADOREANS 
BACK ON. OUR NEGOTIATIONS WILL NOW BE ESCALATED TO THE 
LEVEL OE MINISTERS. WE TOLD THE GULF PEOPLE TO HANG 
IN. THERE IS NOW AS GOOD A CHANCE AS ONE CAN HOPE EOR 
IN ECUADOR THAT THE NEGOTIATIONS WILL GO.
